In the rude 'Mill Boy of the 
Slashes' we soon behold the polished 
orator; in the robust and muscular 
rail splitter the world is compelled to 
admire and acknowledge one of tho 
greatest statesmen and benefactors ot 
his race in aacient and modern times. 


HIS EARLY STRUGGLES. 


"So with our candidate, Charles .7. 


Reilly, the subject of this sketch. Wo 
first find him removing from the city 
of his birth in order to engage in com- 
mercial pursuits. We note with ad-

miration the difficulties he encounter- 
ed and overcame; his struggles with 
adversity for light and education and 
final triumphant admission to the bar 
of his adopted county, under the guid- 
ance and tutorship of its eminent lead- 
ers; his elevation to honorable and re- 
sponsible office in the community, and 
the record of his faithful and fearless 
discharge of his official duties, and 
finally we have this shipping clerk for 
a lumber firm of his adopted city, 
now become an eminent lawyer, nomi- 
nated without seeking for the high 
and honorable position of 
superior 


court judge, a position of groat honor 
and dignity. In the prime and fresh- 
ness of young manhood, he is unani- 
mously presented to the people by a 
great party for one of the highest and 
most honorable offlcos in the state. 


"To the thousands of young men In 


state and nation who are struggling, 
as he struggled for fame, often almost 
in despair, his career and achieve- 
ments will stand at once as a bricht 
and inspiring example and incentive 
to devoted and courageous effort and 
continued industry. 
The keynote of 


his success is probably contained in the 
following extract from his speech be- 
fore the convention which nominated 
him on assuming his duties as presid- 
ing officer, but which was uttered at a 
time when he could have 
had no 


thought whatever of such an event. 
He said: 'This la a government of the 
people, by the people, for the people.' 
All men are equal here. The law se- 
cures equal justice to all alike in their 
private affairs. 
TO EMINENCE IN HIS ADOPTED 


CITY. 


"The claim of excellence Is also rec- 


ognized, and when a citizen is in any 
way distinguished he is preferred in 
the public service, not as a matter of 
privilege, as in our older institutions, 
but as a reward of merit. Poverty is 
not a bar, and it matters not whether 
one is a rail splitter, as was the im- 
mortal Lincoln, or a mule driver on the 
canal; all have equal opportunities. 


"Charles J. Rellly was born in the 


Twentieth ward of Philadelphia, Sept. 
23 1856 and is the eldest In a family 
of 11 children, eight of whom are now 
living 
He received his education in 


the public schools of that city and by 
private tuition. -In his IStli year he 
removed to Williamsport, Pa., to take 
charge of the shipping department of 
the works of J- Sartles & Co. Subse- 
quently he attended the Williamsport 
Commercial college, from which insti- 
tution he graduated in 1875. 


"He was then engaged to keep boohs 


for the said flrm. While thus employ- 
ed he conceived the idea of studying 
medicine, but after about a year's ap- 
plication to the science he changed his 
mind and determined to study law. In 
May, 1882, he passed his preliminary 
examination, and was registered as a 
law student with the law flrm of Can- 
dor & Munson, with whom he remained 
six months, when the necessities of 
hi's family required him to earn moans j 
for their support. 
He became book- I 


keeper for George Bubb & Sons, of the 
city of his adoption, and while filling 
this position he devoted every spare 
moment to his legal studies. Having 
saved sufficient to permit him to re- 
sign his position, he entered the law 
office of Hon. John J. Metzeei, now 
president judge of the Twenty-ninth 
ludicial district, where he completed 
his studies "June 4, 1884, and was ad- 
mitted to practice in the several courts 
of Lycoming county. 


"He was also a member of Chatau- 


qua college (C. L. S. C.), class of '00, 
having studied the four years' course. 
A MAJORITY THAT MEANT SOME- 


•He has since his admission been 


admitted to practice in the circuit and 
district courts of the United States 
and supreme and superior courts of . 
Pennsylvania. 
"In 1SS5 he was elected chairman of 


the Democratic county committee of 
Lycoming county, anfl demonstrating 
his ability .as an organizer he was 
rA*eleot£d. to. tha same. oositioxL In 


I8SB, also In TSS7 aTiD TSSS, "and, ffiere- 
fore. served four years 


"In November, 1889 he was elected 


district attorney by the largest raajoi'- 
ity ever received in the county for 
any county office up to that time. In 
the discharge of his duties in that of- 
fice he showed an unfiinshing deter- 
mination in the cause of justice and a 
commendable feorlefisneBS tn. the pros- 
ecution of lav/ breakers. 
He is a 


good and impressive speaker, and has 
won,T<£i enviable reputation among his 
rellow"i..-rjbers of the bar. 


"His af.j'^ion has always been to 


excel in the' work of his chosen pro- 
fession, never having any desire for 
any office not in line with his life work, 
.consequently he is a good lawyer and 
'{stands high In the foremost rank of 
the profession in the West Branch val- 
ley. 


HONORS THRUST UPON HIM. 
"At the convention nominating him 


Mr. Reilly was made permanent chair- 
man. His administration of that con- 
fessedly difficult position throughout 
was such as to command the conn- 
donee and respect of the convention. 
1-1 is speech on assuming the position, 
his instantaneous, accurate and just 
rulings evinced a readiness, coolness 
of judgment, accurate comprehension 
and ability in a quasi judicial position 
of the highest order. 
The situation 


during the long sittings o£ the conven- 
tion was trying indeod, but so fair aud 
fearless were all of his rulings that no 
dissatisfaction therewith or confusion 
was at any time apparent.

township, Columbia 
county. 


He is the son of Nathan Creasy, who 
was one of the county's most worthy 
and 
respected 
citizens. The candi- 


date's ancestors were of the earlier 
settlers of Pennsylvania and New Jer- 
sey, many of them taking an active 
part tn the war of the revolution, and 
afterwards were always active in the 
development of their country's inter- 
ests. 


William T. Creasy was educated la 


the common schools of his neighbor- 
hood and the Catawissa academy, and 
graduated from the Bloomsburg State 
Normal school in 1875. He also re- 
ceived, under a private tutor, a Ger- 
man education In connection with his 
other studies. 


At the age of 16 he commenced 


teaching school, and continued in that 
profession for a number of years. 
He 


began farming for himself 
in 
tho 


spring of 1878, which occupation he 
has followed ever since, devoting much 
of his attention to stock raising and 
fruit growing. 


Mr. Creasy was the originator of the 


"White Plymouth Rocks," and first 
exhibited them at the great poultry 
show held at Madison Square Garden, 
New York city, in 1880, and besides 
getting the first prize, received many 
encomiums from the leading poultry 
men of the United States and Canada. 


His orchards, vineyards and various 


small fruit sections of his well kept 
farm forcibly reveal the careful atten- 
tion given to this work, while his well 
filled barns and granaries show that 
"He plows deep while sluggards sleep." 


Mr. Creasy has a distinctively agri- 


cultural ancestry, who, after fighting 
in the revolutionary war, settled in 
central 
Pennsylvania, near a spot 


which is now known as "Creasy Sta- 
tion," on the Pennsylvania 
railroad, 


bordering the Susquehanna river, near 
Bloomsburfi. 


ACTIVITY IN PUBLIC AFFAIRS. 
"Farmer" Creasy, like a good citi- 


zen, tank an active interest In the af- 
fairs of his county and district and 
for four terms servad as a school di- 
rector of his native to*vnship. In 1893 
he was asked to= accept tae office o( 
mercantile 
appraiser, and faithfully 


served in that capacity during his term 
of office. 


In 1894 by the urgent request ot his 


many friends he became a candidate 
for the legislature, received the nomi- 
nation and was elected. He was re- 
nominated in 189S without*opposition, 
and again elected. 


Although the rule in Columbia coun- 


ty is to give only two terms to its 
members, in Farmer Creasy's case it 
was set aside and he was forced t'o ac- 
cept a third term, and in 1898 was 
again unanimously 
nominated 
and 


elected. Mr. Creasy's ability and in- 
tegrity had become well known to the 
Democracy of the state, and the Demo- 
cratic press with prominent men ol 
that party,"throughout the common- 
wealth, urged hi8 constituency to re- 
turn him again to the legislature, so 
that the party could have a tried and 
trusted champion on the floor whom 
the minority could depend upon as a 
zealous and faithful leader In 
th«

His constituency needed no prompt- 


ing, for they well knew his worth be- 
fore this, and he was triumphantly 
returned for a third time. His party 
in the legislature gave him the unani- 
mous nomination as their choice for 
speaker in recognition of his ability 
and fidelity to the principles of reform 
in state affairs, which he and his col- 
leagues on the minority 
side 
were 


bravely battling for. 


In the memorable session of 1895 Mr. 


Creasy Arst came into prominence in 
his light "against the "Marshall pipe 
line bill," and in the same session was 
the advocate of the farmers when tha 
"Riter equalization tax bill" was be- 
fore the house.

My 30 days' furlough was up, but 1

The ticket* were bought, and the next,

Thess 
marshals were men who were locked 
down upon and despised worse than thf 
dog-catchers.

Tne provost 
marshal was shrewd, braveasaliou, and 
as mean a man as one could nie^t in a 
wholeday's travel. OJy a short time 
before.

FARM NOTES. 


KEEPING POTATOES rs 'WISTEK—DK- 


IiAYINO THE BCUUIX-O OP 


PEACH TREES. 


How to keep potatoes sound and in 


gootl condition until planting time, or 
even later, is !i matter that causes farm- 
ers in this latitude anxiety should the 
weather be variable in winter. A Kans- 
as farmer tried the experiment of put- 
ting his potatoes in an airtight chamber 
and burning sulphur thereit) for a few 
minutes until tbe fumes of the sulphur 
filled tbe chamber, which was then 
closed for half &n Hour. Tbe potatoes 
may then be placed in bins in a cool 
place. He found tbat the sulphur fnmea 
prevented sprouts from growing, des- 
troyed ail disease—such as scab—and 
the potatoes were as sound and attract- 
ive in appearance as those bought for 
seed. He also found that they germi- 
nated ahead of others planted alongside, 
and made a much stionger growth. He 
tested with only a few bushels, being 
afraid of injury to the potatoes, but 
recommends to farmers to try the plan 
with a few bushels and compare with 
some not so treated. 1C a tight barrel 
(whiskey or vinegar) is used it may be 
filled three-fourths to the top, a sulphur 
candle lighted and tbe top put on, 
throwing a piece of carpet ovpr the top 
to prevent leaking of the gas. 
There 


will be enough oxygen in the barrel to 
supply sufficient sulphur for the purpose. 
Every half-hour the barrel may be emp- 
tied and more potatoes used. The gas 
is heavy and sinks to the bottom. 


Manure does not lose so much in win- 


ter as it does in summer, the lower 
temperature 
preventing fermentation, 


but unless manure ia under shelter it is 
more subject to the effects of rains than 
at any other season. Manure should be 
kept in heaps closely compresied, so as 
to exclude tbe air. 
It the liquids are 


pumped over tbe solids, tl.e heap being 
opened to admit uf saturation, all the 
valuable propertit-a of the manure will 
be ?ared, and it the n-aterlala become 
heated more than may be desired the 
heat can bearrests-d by nsiiu; cold water 
over the heap or by turning it over and 
sprinkling hind plaster or kaiiiit into the 
mass. Some beat is neces-ary, but too 
much is iLJurious. 


It has been demonstiated that heifers 


fed on bran, clover, and an occasional 
ration of linseed meal will grow mucb 
more rapidly than when given corn or 
cornmeal, though they will not be as fat 
as those which may be allowed corn. 
The reason is that bran, clover and lin- 
seed meal contain a large proportion of 
the elements that produce muacle and 
bone, the food 
therefore promoting 


growth rather than fat, although they 
also contain sntricent fat and starch for 
tbe supply of the animals. 


Last year i: was made known tbat the 


fruit buds on peach trees could be re- 
tarded in opening by "whitewashing," 
and list spring tbe results were very 
satisfactory. The trees are sprayed io 
December, 
with 
three 
subsequent 


sprayings in order to keep the trees 
whitewashed. The whitening buds will 
remain dormant until April, but if not 
sprayed they may open in February or 
march. The cost is about ten cents per 
tree. When the whitewash was used 
80 per cent, of the buds passed safely 
through the winter, while only 20 pel 
cent of those not whitewashed survived 
Make the whitewash of four parts water 
and two parts skimmed milk, with 
enough freshly slaked lime to have it of 
a consistency that will permit of spray- 
ing it on the trees. 


The best time to manure the garden it 


the present. Hake the ground and burn 
the refuse before plowing. After plow- 
ing the ground cover it over two or three 
inches thick with manure, that contains 
no litter, and then work it in with a 
cultivator. 
When spring opens tbe 


soluble materials will have been dissolved 
from the manure and absorbed by the 
soil 
The frost will also assist in reduc- 


ing the materials. Early in spring plow 
the land again and then harrow it Dne. 
giving additional harrowings as young 
weeds appear, so as to destroy them. 


The 
Sau Jose scale is frequently 


brought on a fruit farm on young trees. 
and every tree bought should be closely 
examined on arrival. The dealer or 
nurseryman from whom the trees are 
purchased should be reliable, and should 
»lso be willing to give a written guaran- 
tee that tbe trees are not ouly frea from 
scale, but of disease also. 


The droppings from the poultry aou?es 


amount to nearly a ton in a year from 
some flocks and are worth saving care- 
fully. If pluced iu barrels or boxes and 
mixed with dry earth, they will be in 
fair condition for use in the aprinK, but 
the moat convenient mode of saving 
them is to mix them with the manure in 
the barnyard. 


Bitter cream sometimes occurs despite 


every precaution, aud it is difficult to 
assign a cause. Itiesults from the cows 
eating certain weeds found in the pas- 
ture, or it may be caused by spotted mil- 
dew, which forms upon cream in damp 
cellars. When the milk is kept too long 
without skimming, or the pails are not 
thoroughly cleaned, the result may be 
bitter cream. 


Tbe products of the farm can be 


changed in value according to the kind 
of crop. Everv article has a commer- 
cial value where it is grown, as it will be 
worth something, be it much or little. 
but there is also a feeding value which 
represents the use to which it may bt 
applied with a view of deriving a proQt 
from it. An aiticle may be worth more 
for feeding on the farm upon which it is 
grown than to a purchaser, as the pur- 
chase necessitates the cost of transpor- 
tation. A farmer can, therefore, feed 
his home-grown articles with less ex- 
pense than he can feed articles purchas- 
ed and brought on the farm.

PUMPKINS FOB STOCK. 


A POOD FOB AM. C1ASSWS. 


Every year we make an sflort to grow 


pumpkins; sometimes they are almost a 
;otal failure anil at other eeasons a great 
succesa. We always plant them in the 
corn and ttaink the secret of our success 
is mainly'due to the abundance of seed 
planted. A great many farmers expect 
i,o realize heavy crops when they plant a 
pint or even a quart of seed iu their corn. 
Dur experience is that this small amount 
of seed cannot be depended upon for 
good returns. It might do to plant this 
amount in a fleld where pumpkins were 
planted alone, but in the corn this scant 
planting will not result satisfactorily. 
When planting corn we put the pumpkin 
seeds in the boxes with the seed corn 
using from a pint to a quart of pumpkin 
seeds to each box. As the boxes hold 
one peck each this means one-sixteenth 
lo one-eighth pumpkin seed yet it seldom 
happens that one hill has all pumpkins. 
In cultivating we give no more care to 
the pumpiiis than we do to the corn and 
often a pumpkin sprout is covered over 
while the corn escapes. 
Sometimes at 


the last plowiLg ne fiud it ntceatary to 
remove some of the vines from across 
the rows. When the growth o£ corn is 
very rank we do not expect a heavy crop 
of pumpkins. This year the diouth cut 
the fodder growth short and the growth 
of the pumpkin vines, and also the yield, 
was phenomenal. From a fleld of teu 
acres we gathered twelve Unity-bushel 
wagon boxes full and from another field 
for the same size we gathered eighteen 
loads. Two years ago lioui forty-four 
acres of corn stubbles the vines gave us 
seventy-six loads. The market price per 
loud here now, Is from 50 to "o cents, 
some bringing as high as $1. We feed 
them to all our farm stock excepting two 
or three old horses that have not learned 
to eat them. A part of the crop is piled 
in the lamb pasture and we find mauy of 
the lambs leed on them. We feed them 
to the horsen, cows and hogs twice a day 
and lake care lo feed those that have 
been bitten by the lambs; iu this way 
we pievent loss by decay. In feeding 
them to hogs we aim to feed them befoie 
the hogs have the!) corn ration ; fed in 
this way we utilize more of the pumpkins 
and realize equally as much from the 
corn as though il were Jed flrst. We 
are careful not to feed more pumpkins 
than will be eaten up promptly. Af tei 
the pumpkins are thrown on the sod of 
the pasture we cut them open with a 
corn knife or spade. We arrange the 
pumpkin piles so we cau have clean 
feeding grounds all the time. 
Two 


years ago there was some complaint in 
Ohio, of hogs being killed from eating 
pumpkins; they were probably fed by 
the wagon load and the hogs gorged to 


<3 ath on the seed. Recently we heard 
of a farmer who thought they gave his 
hogs cholera, and yet at the same time, 
hogs were dying in his neighborhood like 
frogs in Egypt. We were losing bogs 
when we commenced to feed pumpkins 
and we think those that were well 
enough to eat them were much benefited; 
certainly such losses cannot be charged 
to pumpkins when they are properly ted. 
To save pumpkin seed jolt the pumpkins 
on the ground pretty hard before cutting 
them open. 
This jolting bieaks them 


loose from the string and makes them 
easy to take out and clean. 
They 


should be well washed before drying.—

Feeding habits seem to remain ai 


heirlooms handed down (o follow, and 
some farmers, therefore feed all animals 
alike without regard to the fact that 
some will consume mucb more than 
others. It haa long been estimated that 
half a bushel of gain a day will supply 
50 sheep, in addition to long food, but 
there is a great difference in the breed 
of sheep, and individuals also differ. 
The only way to feed is to clojely observe 
the animals and supply their wants 
without waste. 


The fowls on some farms are required 


to be self-supporting. They are forced 
to flnd shelter in trees or wherever per- 
mitted, thus becoming the prey of owls, 
or if on the ground they are liable to 
destruction from four-footed enemies. 
Turkeys often become lame by their 
feet freezing, while breeds of poultry 
with large combs and wattles also suffer 
severely. Fowls that are not provided 
for are not producers of eggs, and the 
farmer consequently loses the use of 
their service by not giving them proper 
care. As eggs are usually high during 
the winter season any expense iu the 
poultry department should result in a 
good profit for the investment. 


Carrots can be sliced with a root cutler 


and be made serviceable for all kinds of 
stock. 
Horses can eat them without 


preparation of the food, but cattle are 
liable to be choked by any kind of roots 
unless the food is cut or sliced. With 
the root cutter carrots may be sliced and 
chopped at one operation into very soial] 
pieces, so as to render them serviceable 
for poultry of 
all kinds. 
Turnips, 


beets, potatoes and parsaips may be 
sliced in the same manner.
